Furthermore, my grandfather was 
convinced that he 
could whip 
both of them put together, a thing 
that he yearned mightily to do, 
but it was impressed upon him at 
that early age that they were his 
betters, untouchable. 
Wlien he was 18 years of age 
J an was taken into the army for 
the custom.ary period of training. 
Although the caste system in the 
army was strongly apparent and 
painfully defined, nothing of con­ 
sequence occurred that could be 
pointed to in later years as an ex ­ 
ample 
of 
oppression — nothing, 
that IS, ex cept the fact that he 
was in the army, that he was in it 
at the command of an authority 
over whom he had not the slight­ 
est control, and that in joining it 
he did so under an oath which 
bound him to defend not himself, 
nor his homeland nor any prin­ 
ciples which he might feel im­ 
portant, but to serve an emperor 
he had no voice in selecting and 
giving to that emperor his whole 
allegiance here and hereafter. 
It was no specific act of op­ 
pression, then, that decided young 
J an Mesrik to come to America. 
“ It was merely a feeling,” he 
would ex plain, “ a feeling that you 
could not escape, a feeling that 
you were a pawn in t’ne hands of 
someone else. But it was a feeling 
so strong that it overwhelmed 
everything else. You were not a 
free agent, a free human bemg. 
You were a puppet.”
